at tho electric llffht plant was blown 
anil It* mournful, far-reaching voice 
roue anil foil on tho morning air, wulc- 
liilt the woary Hleoporn within a radius 
of many miles antl telling thorn that 
the I'inkertons were coming. The per- 
fection of 
the 
unparalleled system 


of signaling which hiul been adopted 
by the 
Koinettuad men, was well 


demonntratml, for the moment 
tho 


whistles were hoard llusli lights wore 
brought Into play from different points 
on the surrounding hills. 


The little battleship Edna, which is 


•vur ready for duty, joined her -ihrill, 
small voice in the call to arms, but af- 
ter fthrieklng for a few (seconds put off 
down tho river in soiyrch of her enemy. 
The sontinoU on the outposts in tho 
meantime wore not idle, us hundreds of 
sky-rocket* wore sent towiirds tho 
heikvuni to make assurance doubly sure 
that no man, woman or ihilrt in Homo- 
lt«iul would sleep while their town was 
menaced. 


Within two minutes lifter tlm first 


blast of tho large whistle, 1,000 hnlf- 
olothod but widonwala! people WITS on 
the struetH hurrying towurdu tin- river, 
jostling each other In their 'eagerness 
to got the first gllmpno (if the 1'inlter- 
ton tUiet They peered into the douse 
iog which ovnrhung the Mimun^uhcla 
waters In vain, uml no sound wus 
heard save the calls uml nn.swiirs of the 
water scouts who were plying tho 
river in forty skiffs searching for the 
enemy. Fur full/ nn hour it seemed 
as though tho people hud been hauled 
from their beds for no purpose and 
miiny of thn tired ones returned to 
their homes. 


At 4 o'clock the streets of Ilometead 


wore almost deserted, 
when three. 


horsemen, their steeds bathed in foam, 
oamu Hying up the river road into 
Homestead, and separated in dittcrcnt 
directions, shunted wildly: "To the 
river, to tho river; the IMnUertons are 
coining." 


At the same moment the whistle fur 


tho second time since the sun 'had set 
Bont out its dismal warning, tills time 
Bounding the death eull ir' many Jlume- 
Bttittd people who hud sprung from their 
beds but two hunt's liefnre. 


Thli time the alarm WHS a general 


one, 
and as the 10,Dint pt»>ple. scurried 


through the streets toward the river, a 
Bhrlll whistle from the bend below tho 
town announced the coming of the lit- 
tle 
boat Kilim and her peculiarly 


plaintive ory carried with it nu uwful 
Biirniflcancc. 


NoAror and noarer came the Httle 


boat. Then it was seen that she was 
followed closely by a long, low-lying 
uout being pushed rapidly up stream 
by a steamer. The vast army of men, 
women and children on shore were not 
long In learning the character of the 
Btrangu craft, and the cry of "Two 
model barges 
full 
of 
Pinltertons" 


wan 
raised. 
Then 
there 
was 
a 


rush made toward the mill fence1. 
Hushing, 
screaming 
and 
falling 


over each other, tho crowd reached 
the 
twenty-fix °t 
fence, 
which 
vx- 


tvndod down Into tho water, and the 
advMioo guard began tearing iluwn the 
boards. They wore for getting in the 
mill, for It wns seen that the Pinker- 
toim Intended lauding inside the works. 
Every nervo of th« 4,500 workmen and 
their families was strained toward 
runchiug the only landing place in ad- 
vance of the IMnkertons. In U'ss limn 
than It takes to tell it, they had torn 
down the fence, through which the an- 
gry crowd had poured in u stream. 
Along the foot-path shirting tho river 
bank 
they 
rushed 
poll mcll, and 


though In some places i* was necessary 
to go one ttt a time, the mad pace set by 
the lightfootcd loaders was not relaxed 
and thoso who were unable to keep on 
the path rolled Into the river. The 
nol»e of the wild assembly was like the 
rumbling of a storm. The shrill cries 
of the foremost ones were answered by 
shouts of cncouragomunt by those be- 
hind. Every man was armed with a 
club at least and fully eight out of 
ovary ten carried revolvers. Women 
with babva In arms ran llectly along 
the foot paths bent on reaching the 
•cent* of tho struggle. 


All toon as day broke tho workmen sc- 


oured a small brass ten-pound cannon 
and planted It within a steel billet em- 
brasure, so as to command the barges 
which waro moored at the bank of 
the 
river. 
At 
the 
same 
time 


a foreo of more than 1,000 men took 
up a position on tho opposite side of tho 
rlTer, and also placed a cannon which 
thuy protected with a breastwork of 
railroad ties. The tiro from both sides 
was kept up, tho barges being pierced 
along the sides. 


.Shortly aftor 9 o'clock the cannon 


wore trained on the boats, and fur sev- 
eral hours ail awful (bombardment was 
kept up. 
Tho ntout oaken timbers 


forming the sides of the boat were 
splintered, but the heavy stoel plates 
on tho inside prevented tho balls from 
penatratluK the Interior. 
Many of tho 


strikers, however, were expert marks- 
men, and they sent shot after shot 
into tho portholes of the boat and in- 
fltotod terrible Injury to the imprisoned 


only a quesUon of time when they are 
sunk. 


Telephone messages were sent to men 


on the south side Pittsburgh request- 
ing them to get tho "gang" o11^ and 
come to Homestead well armed and 
supplied with ammunition before night. 
What was meant by "the gang" oould 
not be learned. The sender of the 
message refuses to explain.

on the surface of the river has been 
abandoned as useless, and the men at 
tho pump house are confining their at- 
tention to tiring the two cannons and 
throwing dynamite bombs. At 1:80 
o'clock u man arrived with an annfal 
of bombs which ore being thrown at 
the barge under cover of the pump 
house near the railway bridge. 


The men secured something to oat 


shortly after noon and ore renewing 
the cannonading with increased vigor. 
Thus Tar no shot from either gun has 
taken ellect, as the pieces cannot be do- 
pros&cd to bring tho roof of tho barge 
within range. At every shot the small 
pump 
house near the water tanks 


quake, bricks and pieces of wood flying 
out the door and windows in a manner 
sutllclent to drive back any crowd that 
may have collected. The gun kicks BO 
after every discharge that little effec- 
tive shooting can bu done with It. The 
men say they will get the largest can- 
non into a better position and can then 
sink the barge. Tho bombs all fall 
wide of the mark. 
None of the Pin- 


kertons show themselves. Occasional 
shots are llrcd by workmen stationed 
behind shelter on the opposite side of 
the river. 


Burning Oil and Dynamite Bombs. 
IlmiitHTEAn, Pn., .Tuly 0, !i:40 p. m.—A 


desperate attempt has been made to 
dislodge the Plnkerton men on the 
liarges. Several barrels ol oil have 
been secured as well as several hun- 
dred fuct of lire hose. Men are now 
getting the pumps In shape. When 
this is done an effort will be made to 
throw a stream of oil upon the barges 
and completely saturate them. This 
done, a dynamite bomb will be thrown 
from the shore. Itv this moans, it is 
hoped to not fire to the boats, thus 
rnmpuling the Pinkerton crow to show 
fight or

The Pittsburgh, Virginia & Charles- 


ton railroad tracks and the hillsides on 
each side of the river are lined with 
those in sympathy with the working- 
men. It is thought tho climax will be 
reached within the next two hours. It 
is asserted on good authority that a 
committee wont to Pittsburgh this af- 
ternoon, provided with ample means 
with which to purchase rifles, ammuni- 
tion and dynamite. A rumor has just 
reached headquarters that two boats 
with several barges in tow loaded with 
additional 1'inlfcrton men, and addi- 
tional arms ami ammunition had been 
intercepted at a point six miles down 
the river this afternoon. Attempts to 
confirm the rumor have not boon suc- 
cessful. 


A charge from a cannon on the oppo- 


site shore struck the cover of a barge a 
few minutes ago, tearing away some of 
the roof. This Is about all tho damage 
the men in charge of the cannon havi> 
been able to do. 


Frustrated by Larra Hose. 


HoMK»TEAi>, Pa., July 0, 4 p. m.—The 


attempt to pump oil upon the Pinker- 
ton barges has thus far failed. Tho 
hose was ton largo. After pumping a 
few barrels by means of a hand force 
pump the work was abandoned. A 
do/.en men have started for a smaller 
hose.

U was useless to continue the meeting 
and it adjourned, and the national offi - 
cers returned to the general head- 
quarters, where they are now to con- 
ference with tho leaders. 
Undergoing Hardships—Will be Qivdn 
no Quarter. 


UoMKBTEAn, Pa., July 8.—The men 


on guard at the Carnegie works to pre- 
vent the entrance of the Pinkertons, 
are undergoing great hardships which 
few realize. These men have been un- 
der guard and under almost constant 
fire for many hours. Owing to their 
position it U almost impossible for 
them to leave their positions without 
making human targets of themselves. 
Many of them have been without food 
since 6 o'clock last evening. Long 
watches and lack of food is telling 
upon some of them, but the men are 
every inch game and have no idea of 
deserting their posts. 


The men, while greatly exhausted 


from their weary guard duty, are in 
good spirits and spoke confidently of 
being able to prevent the landing of 
the Pinkertons. 
With tho first shade 


of night will come an organized effort 
to relievo the men, who for twelve or 
fourteen hours have been crouched 
down behind the iron breastwork. Pro- 
visions and additional amunitlon will 
be taken in, while fresh volunteers will 
take the place of those who desire to 
fcecure a little sleep and rest.

Amalgamated association made an im- 
passioned appeal to the men while the 
cannons roared outside. The big form 
of President Weihe loomed up. and 
heavy and small as his voice was, he 
was- almost unable to make himself 
heard.

immediately be removed. Assistant Pres- 
ident Uarland then took a position on 
top of a furnace, and at the top of his 
voice said:

will be made against those aboard 
the boat, charging them with murder. 
Unless the barges now moored near the 
works are turned away at an early 
hour, the oplnlonaprevalls that not one 
of those on board will cscapu the terri- 
ble vengeance of the men who have 
sworn to avengo 'what they term the 
murder of their companions. Tho Pink- 
erton forces are hemmed in, and the 
bargaaeare so moored aa to make it Im- 
possible to float them away. The men 
on shore are now entrenched behind 
barriers composed of piles of pig and 
ficrtvp iron. They are well equipped 
with arms and well supplied with am- 
munition. They have taken possession 
of Fort Prick, and any further attempt 
of the men on the barges to land 


WILL BE MET WITH A VOLLEY 


from those in the fort. Tho position 
of the 000 at Balaklava was no more 
perilous than that of the Pinkertons at 
this writing. Several additional can- 
nons have been secured by the men on 
either shore and every few minutes an 
ominous roar tells that heavy charges 
of shot and scrap iron with which the 
pieces are loaded are doing their terri- 
ble work in the ranks of the enemy. 


The Plnkturtems Surrender Under Prom- 
ise ol Protection. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 0, 5 p. m.—The 


Plnkerton forces have just surrendered 
under promise of protection. Master 
Workman ODonnell has just called a 
meeting of the men inside the mills 
and stated that he had been requested 
by tho officers of the Amalgamated 
association to ask the strikers to allow 
the Pinkorton men to leave, as they 
had hoisted a flag of truce. CrieB of 
"Let them leave their gnus and this is 
all right," were heard. It Is now proba- 
ble that the men will be allowed to 
leave, but must r«slgn thoir weapons. 
The Flnkertons Allowed to Land—8U 


Dead. 


HousiiTEi.1), Pa,, July 0.—The strik- 


ers allowed the Pinkertons to land, 
they lanvlng their arms on board the 
barges. Hugh O'Donuell held a five 
minutes conference, and the detectives 
stated that they would go to Pittsburgh 
with Sheriff MuCleary, who Is expected 
to arrive at 0 o'clock. Six Pinkerton 
men have been killed, and their bodies 
arc being taken from the boat amid the 
wildest excitement. 


and after considerable fighting, the 
leaders forced a passage through the 
crowd. 
Then 
the 
scenes 
really 


began. The poor guards, with most 
of their clothes 
torn from thtjtn, 


were competed to march through 
the crowds to the rink. On both sides 
of them stood lines of strikers and 
their friends, hooting and yelling as 
they passed. 
As the men 
passed 


through the gauntlet they were kicked 
and cuffed on all sides. 


And such a gauntlet as they had to run. 


For a distance of 000 yards or more one 
was formed, and through this the Piiik- 
crton men walked, ran or crawled as 
best they could. The first to leave got 
only hoots and jeers. Then, with open 
hands, tho men who formed the gaunt- 
let began to strike them on their un- 
covered heads. The leaders were una- 
ble to do anything with the crowd, and 
soon clubs were introduced. 
This waa 


in the mill yard near the end of the 
gauntlet. The rule was "when you see 
an uncovered head hit." 


"Murder, 
murder," shrieked 
the 


frightened onus as the blows rang on 
their heads. "Meu, for the love of God, 
have mercy on me. Don't kill me," 
pleaded a gray headed man, from 
whose head and face was flowing blood 
from many wounds. Their hats, their 
satchels and oven their coats were 
taken from them and either torn to 
pieces or carried off. The police force 
of thu steel workers tried to nave 
them, 
but it was no use. When 


a man 
reached 
the 
top of 
tho 


bank, 
ho 
would 
receive 
a blow 


from a club, which would knock him 
down. When he got up he always ran 
and blows from clubs and fists rained 
on his unprotected head. One young 
fellow with blanched face saw what 
was awaiting him and ho burst into 
tears. 
Dropping on his knees he begged 


for mercy; but ho was soon raised to his 
feet by kicks from all sides. Then he 
started to run and as he did so a blow 
from a blood-stained club laid him low. 
Two men ran to him and escorted him 
safely through the 7-est of the lino. 


Women, too, were in tho line and 


they piled clubs and stones as vigor- 
ously as did the men. They made more 
noise, for they were continuously hoot- 
Ing at the Pinkertons and urging tho 
men on in their terrible work. The 
only guards not assaulted while run- 
ning the gauntlet were the wounded, 
and they wore greeted with hoots and 
cries that must have made them wish 
for death. 


"Blank blank you, you blankoty- 


blank, it's a pity your blank head was 
not shot off," is u sample of what the 
wounded heard. The only ono that 
was ' not hooted was the dead man. 
"Good for the blankety-blank," was 
the greeting he got, but it was not 
spoken loudly. 


"While tho mon wero being formed 


in line for the march to the rink, part 
of the strikers boarded the boats. They 
ransacked everything and secured 800 
Winchester rifles. The men just took 
from the boats what th«y thought 
was of value and then burned the 
barges. In one boat was found some- 
thing in the way of provisions. There 
was enough to tost a regiment a week. 
The Winchesters were divided up 
among the men, and many of the resi- 
dents are now possessors of first class 
rifles. It did not take the barges long 
.to burn after they were flred. Scores 
of shots were poured into the boats by 
tho strikers as the flames were licking 
thorn up. There is little pity expressed 
for the captured guards." 


Arrived at Pittsburgh.

A number of women and chil- 
dren also arrived but these were taken 
in charge by tho strikers and sent out 
of town. The available number of 
mou now at the command of tho strik- 
ers is at least 10,000.

The Surrender oi tho Pinkertons—In the 


Hands ol the Hob. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 8.—John Mar- 


tin, ticket agent of the Panhandle and 
Pittsburgh, Virginia &, Charleston roads 
at Fourth avenue, this city, was a spec- 
tator of the surrender of the Pinker- 
tons, lie returned to Pittsburgh about 
8 o'clock to-night. 


Agent Martin said: "The hills on 


all sides were black with people massed 
together. When the cannon was placed 
in front of the barge the Pinkerton's 
knew it was all up with them, and 
they tried to make the best terms 
possible with the determined strik- 
ers. The latter took them from the 
boat in 
double 
file, 
and 
for 
a 


moment did not know what to do with 
them. Cries of "To the woods," "To 
the woods," "Lynch the dogs," ete., 
were heard on all sides. Every striker 
seemed as If he wanted a particular 
man among the Pinkertons. 
After a 


parley some one suggested that the 
guards be marched to the big skating 
rink and there tried for murder. Many 
of the captors would not listen to this. 
Some wanted to take the scared Pin- 
kertons and shoot them as they stood. 
Cooler heads, however, prevailed, and 
the march to the rink began. 


"The Pinkertons were scared half to 


death, as the looks of the strikers were 
not calculated to inspire them with 
any hopes of mercy. Many of them 
quaked with fear and had to be sup- 
ported to keep them from falling to 
the ground. 


"Several thousand people crowded 


around them, on all sidea, and de- 
manded revenge for the killing of tbe 
striken during the day. In the crowds 
were hundreds of women, who seemed 
worse than the men, they crowded 
around and torn the, clothea from the 
backs of the guards. The latter had 
their Pinkerton nniforma on over thefaa 
citizen* clothes and these were pulled 
oat and thrown into the river. AH

roadsi The agriculturists who for we sin 
have .been cut of? from communication 
with their neighbors, or have been com 
pelled, if they have ventured ont at all, 
to wude and llounder through an almost 
impassable sea ot mud, ought certainly 
to be-convinced that existing conditions 
in the matter of roads can bo no longer 
endured. 


Business cf all kinds has suffered and 


tarm .work has been greatly delayed by 
the wretched state of the public thor- 
oughfares. In many localities a horee 
and rider have made progress with ex- 
treme difficulty along roads where a 
wagon and team would stick at once 
and remain immovable and helpless, it 
they did not disappear altogether. Some 
of the roads appear to be absolutely bot- 
tomless. 


No such conditions as these could ever 


be produced, no matter what the amount 
of rainfall, if the state was provided 
with a system ot hurd roads. With hard 
roads in the conntry districts the far- 
mers woald escape many personal dis- 
comforts and vexations, horses would be 
relieved from the disastrous effects of 
strains and burdens which they are now 
forced to undergo, and vehicles would 
avoid much ot the wear and tear to which 
they are now subjected. 


Frightened by the prospect of an in- 


crease in taxation, the farmers sent com- 
mittees to the conventions of the two 
great political parties in this state last 
spring to protest against any movement 
looking to the issuing of state bonds f^r 
the purpose ot building better ronds. 
These committees were BO far successful 
that both parties ignored the subject o( 
good roads. Since tho conventions ad- 
journed the losses of the farmers which 
can be directly traced to the absence of 
hard roads wonld cover tho interest for 
several years on all the bonds it would 
be ueoeesary to ipsue to pay for improved 
roads for the entire s state. 


It is a false economy to put off incur- 


ring an obligation which sooner or later 
mast be met and accepted, especially 
when delay brings immediate damage. 
The increase in tho value of farm lands 
which wonld ut once result from im- 
proved country roade would be more 
than sufficient to pay the entire cost cf 
such roads.

A Postal Tube Across tbo EnclJab. Channel. 


The proposed plan for the postal tube 


between Franco and England is to sus- 
pend two tubes, each about three feet in 
diameter, by means of steel cables thrown 
across the channel, 120 feet above tho 
level of the water. These cables are to 
be fixed to pillars whose foundations 
will bo the rocky bottom of the channel, 
each pillar 800 yards from his fellow. If 
the plan as proposed is consummated, 
miniature trains, each carrying 600 
pounds of mail matter, will run through 
the tubes. —Yankee Blade.
